Free Enterprise at Work 

Those who forecast that the virtual elimination 
of price control and a return to the free market would 
result in imniediato and disa.sU'ous inflation, were as 
badly fooled as will he lho.se who think that prices will bii.siness. 
return to "normiil" overnight. 

"What actually happened w.is that some prices 
rose in the first flurry after decontrol, while .some turn- 
ed downward. The idea tliat the public would pay any 
price for anything vva.s proven baseless. As Time put 
it, "Alorc and more .sales clerks heard two lorn; forjjot- 
ten phra.ses: 'How much is it?' and 'No. thanks.' " And 
in the last week of October, according to the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics, food prices declined as much as 4 per 
cent. 

On top of that, there ha.s been a very noticeable 
imF>rovement in the supply of both manufactured goods 
and farm products. That simply means that supplies 
are flowing thiouyh legitimate channels— and the 
black market is expiring. 

On both the producing and retailing levels, the 
normal, healthy proco.s,ses of competition are once more 
in evidence— and these processes are the best guarantee 
we have of a progressive, stable economy. Chain stores 
and independent stores are going out for the customer's 
business. Thoy are keeping prices at the lowest level 
consistent with the times. The free enterprise system 
is working— as it h.is always worked when freed of gov- 
ernment-lmposod fetters.

In short, a private company is ready to put up

CHICAGO. — Heart disease, the 
greatest kilter of them ali, Is In the 
jipotlight. The public must know 
the facts about heart disease if its 
Irnpid incrcnse is to be checltod, in- 
;»j5ls the American Heart aasocin* 
^tion, which has announced a nation- 
[Wide program of education on the 
itubjcct. 

Heart disease takes an annual toll 
!of more than half a million persons, 
Imoro than the combined total of the 
inext five leading causes of death, 
i according to Dr. Howard F. West 
of Los Angeles, association presi- 
' I dent. 

In addition, it is responsible for 
■ the loss of more than 100 million 
■work days each year, 

"It is essential," said Dr. West, 
"that the public know more about 
,the significance of blood pressure, 
llnfectlons, overweight, rheumatic 
;lcver and other factors which con- 
tribute to heart disease." 

Diseases of the heart and blood 
vessels, including cerebral hcmor. 
rhage, took 575,000 lives in 194*1. 
Cancer took the next greatest toll, 
171,000, while accidents, nephritis, 
pneumonia and tuberculosis (ol- 
•lowed in that order. 

It is estimated that some four mil- 
'Uon persons in the United States suf- 
fer from heart disease in some 
form, and it was the cause of 10 per 
cent of rejections by selective serv. 
Ice during the draft years. 
I The association's educational pro- 
gram wlU emphasize in particular 
;work in schools and parent-teacher 
organizations. 

Rheumatic fever, a scourge of 
childhood, is one of the biggest con- 
tributors to the ranks of sufferers 
from heart ailments, and causes 
more than five times as many deaths 
•B the other major childhood dis- 
tases combined. 

The information campaign will 
reach a climax during National 
Heart Week which begins next Feb- 
ruary 9 and includes St. Valen- 
tine's Day.

— Franco will offer 
700,000 German prisoners the oppor- 
vtunity of staying in France as part 
of. an increosc-lhc-production cam- 
paign, Paul-Robert Prigent, Minis- 
ter of Population, said. 

In the United States on a tour to 
express thanks for relief supplies, he 
classified the rebuilding of the popu- 
lation as "one of the main problems 
lacing France today." As a result 
of the war France lost 600,000 men, 
besides additional thousands inca- 
, pacitatcd as prisoners, Prigent said. 
- Although the French population level 
; has fallen to two million below its 
1 prewar height, births this year total 
960,000. compared to the birth flg- 
; ure of 600,000 the year before France 
went to war. 

France is planning a lO-year Im- 
migration program aimed at getting 
three million now citizens. Fifty per 
cent of these immigrants arc to be 
laboring men with families, Prigent 
said.

WASHINGTON. — Reorganization 
of six army schools was ordered by 
the war department In a move to- 
ward eventually giving wings to the 
Infantry and all other ground forces. 

The order, issued by General Dev- 
ers, ground forces commander, 
make the air borne school subordi- 
nate to the infantry school. Both 
are at Fort Bennlng^ Ga. 

An announcement said "plans 
call for all ground units eventually 
to be air transportable and the inte- 
gration of the two schools under one 
head should malce future activities 
more efficient." 

Other schools to be reorganized 
Include the coast artillery school, 
Fort Winflcld Scott, Calif.; anti-air- 
craft, Fort Bliss, Texas; air train- 
ing, Fort Sill, Okla., and the cav- 
alry and intelligence schools, both 
at Fort Riley, Kans. 

In each case the order involves 
shifting headquarters activities to 
another school which the war de- 
partment said would effect material 
savings in overhead and adminis- 
trative personnel. 

The field artillery school will be 
redesignated tlie artillery school. It 
%vill hove a sea coast branch— at 
Fort Winfiold Scott and an anti-air- 
craft and guided missiles branch at 
Fort Bliss. 

Activities of the air training 
school will be turned over to a 
newly created air training depart- 
ment of the artillery school which 
will administer ground forces pilot 
training as welt as training of air 
meclianics. 

From Fort Riley, functions of the 
cavalry school not involving ani- 
mals will be transferred to the 
armored school at Fort Knox, Ky.

; BERLIN.— This capital Is the gro- 
Ueaque stage-setting for one of the 
i biggest international merchandise 
marts in the world. 

Allied citizens— civilian and mili- 
tary— are ransadcing the stores In 
Berlin in search of luxury goods. 

Silver, jewels, fine china, cut glass 
and oriental rugs are among the sta- 
ple items on thi.<i fantastic market. 
The innumerable antique shops, 
jewelry stores and art dealers are 
enjoying a dizzy boom. And nobody 
knows how long it will last. 

The average antique shop looks 
like a bargain basement with a clus- 
ter of excited Germans trying to sell 
and a group of Americans, British, 
French or Russians looking for 
something to buy. 

Because of prevailing high prices 
most Germans have used up their 
savings and now are selling prized 
possessions to get funds which will 
enable them to pay black market 
prices for food, clothing, coal and 
other necessities. 

Many of the articles are idenli- 
Qablc as German soldier loot and 
some of them may be accidentally 
drifting back to France or Russia in 
.the suitcases of personnel stationed 
here. 

Prices are anywhere from 10 to 30 
times as high as in peacetime— but 
lor foreigners here with cigarets to 
"Spare the occupation mark is cheap. 
' American women, including newly 
arrived wives, are spendhig much of 
their spare time rummaging through 
shops to find house furnishings. 
Those with luck and good taste have 
found rare items which would bring 
a high price anyT^'here. 

Comparatively cheap things such 
as kitchen utensils, hardware, cur- 
tains or napkins are the hardest to 
find. There is a shortage of all es- 
sentials but Berlin is full of luxuries.
